Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 


This  annual  report  for  1968  combines  with  it  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  contains  much  with  which 
Mr.  Whitehouse  is  directly  concerned.  It  expresses  the  relationship 
of  close  co-operation  that  exists  between  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate,  which  is  of  importance 
where  the  medical  officer  is  a  much  shared  body  between  local 
authorities.  The  same  happy  working  relations  are  enjoyed  with  the 
other  Officers  of  the  Council  and  this  is  appreciated  greatly. 

The  year  1968  will  stand  out  as  that  in  which  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved  the  Gorrell  Drainage  Scheme 
and  hope  was  at  last  becoming  more  real  that  the  relationship  between 
town  and  sea  would  become  a  happier  one,  with  less  fear  of  flooding 
and  more  control  over  beach  pollution.  The  work  involved  is  likely 
to  cause  some  inconvenience,  but  in  the  end  it  will  be  worth  it  all. 

The  good  working  relations  xvith  general  medical  practitioners, 
County  Council  health  and  welfare  staff,  and  voluntary  organisations 
in  the  community  continue. 

As  this  introduction  is  penned  we  learn  of  the  removal  of  the 
District  Welfare  Officer’s  centre  to  the  Civil  Defence  building  in 
Cavendish  Road,  Herne  Bay.  This,  along  with  the  earlier  transfer  of 
the  Ambulance  Station  to  fine  new  premises  in  Sea  Street,  Herne  Bay, 
may  have  disappointed  some,  but  in  practice  it  seems  to  work  well 
enough.

SOCIAL  SITUATION 

Population  growth  continued  at  around  the  same  rate  as  for  previous 
years,  actually  2.7%  against  3%  for  1967*  With  this  there  was  a  4% 
increase  in  dwellings  hy  the  addition  of  3 86  new  houses.  This  reduced 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  dwelling  from  2.32  to  2.29.  There  was, 
however,  a  recovery  in  the  birth  rate,  which  compared  more  favourably 
with  the  national  rate  than  in  recent  years. 

The  scheme  to  provide  a  health  centre  in  the  Westgate  Terrace  area, 
along  with  other  developments  on  the  site,  made  very  slow  progress. 

Some  further  light  industrial  development  occurred  in  the  backlands 
of  Thanet  Way.  Harbour  development  continued,  the  most  prominent  being 
the  resiting  of  the  Tar  Macadam  and  Asphalt  plant. 

Much  voluntary  work  is  done  for  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  in 
Whitstable  and  there  are  moves  to  co-ordinate  this  good  work.  The  Rest 
Centre  in  Waterloo  Road  provides  an  excellent  service. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  uncorrected  birth  rate  was  14.4  per  1000  population,  adjusted  for 
population  make-up  to  20.6,  thus  comparing  favourably  with  the  national 
rate  of  16.9.  The  percentage  of  births  occurring  outside  marriage  was  8%. 

The  death  rate,  before  adjustment,  was  16.3  per  1000,  adjusted  to  9.6 
and  comparing  favourably  to  the  national  rate  of  11.9. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  1 967  report  to  the  foible  nature  of 
statistics  where  small  numbers  are  involved  and,  therefore,  we  should  not 
make  too  much  of  the  drop  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  to  15  per  1000  live 
births  and  in  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  to  21  per  1000  live  and  still 
births.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (See  Appendix) 

During  the  year  Measles  vaccination  was  introduced  and  it  was  hoped 
that  protection  of  the  pre-school  age  group  and  school  entrants  would 
stay  the  progress  of  the  next  epidemic.  From  notifications,  usually  in 
three  figures,  the  number  for  1 968  was  only  8  cases  of  measles  notified. 

The  tuberculosis  register  was  checked  and  revised  during  the  year, 
reducing  the  recorded  cases  from  149  to  56.  The  revision  purged  the 
list  of  those  cases  lost  sight  of,  moved  away,  or  now  considered  cured. 

Two  cases  of  infection  with  Salmonella  Paratyphi  B,  Battersea  type, 
were  identified  in  two  young  visitors  from  Derbyshire.  Investigation 
locally  disclosed  no  other  infected  persons.  Only  one  of  the  children 
was  clinically  ill.  Investigations  were  also  carried  out  at  the 
Derbyshire  end  without  finding  any  human  source,  and  there  the  matter 
would  have  rested  but  for  findings  at  the  Doncaster  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  that  linked  a  case  of  paratyphoid  of  the  same  phage  type 
with  a  batch  of  terrapins.  The  recent  possession  of  a  pet  terrapin  by 
the  two  children  shortly  before  coming  on  holiday  to  Whitstable,  suggested 
the  source  of  infection.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Canterbury  and  District  Water  Company  supplied  the  area  of  the 
Urban  District  with  the  exception  of  Yorkletts,  which  was  supplied  by 
the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Companies  were 
amalgamated  in  accordance  with  the  Mid  Kent  Water  (Canterbury)  Order  1968. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory  and  a  total  length 
of  2,837  yards  of  new  water  mains  was  laid.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  problems  of  Y/hitstable  arise  from  the  age  and  nature  of  the 
sewers  in  the  old  part  of  the  town  and  the  load  that  later  development 
placed  upon  them.  Added  to  this  is  the  infiltration  or  discharge  of 
surface  water  into  these  old  sewers,  and  the  need  to  lift  this  load  of 
sewage  to  Swalecliffe  outfall.  Surface  water  itself,  gathered  to  the 
Gorrell  stream,  presents  a  load  in  summer  storms  which  needs  an  unusual 
reserve  capacity.  As  a  solution  to  these  problems  the  Council  has  three 
major  schemes. 


(contd. , ) 
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SEWAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE  (contd.,) 


The  first  is  the  substitition  of  a  long  sea  outfall  at  Swalecliffe 
through  which  macerated  sewage  will  he  discharged.  The  necessity  to 
modify  this  scheme  by  separation  of  some  solid  content,  or  by  holding 
and  discharging  at  a  particular  phase  of  the  tide  cycle,  is  to  be 
assessed  by  biological  assay  with  special  reference  to  the  shellfish 
beds.  During  this  period  of  trial  the  present  sewage  treatment  plant 
will  remain  in  commission. 

The  second  phase  is  a  storm  water  disposal  scheme  with  a  capacity 
to  avoid  overloading,  with  correction  of  major  faults  in  connections 
between  the  main  sewers  and  the  Gorrell  system,  and  concentration  of 
several  existing  storm  overflows  in  one  controlled  discharge  into  sea 
water  instead  of  over  beach,  with  maceration. 

The  third  phase  will  be  the  replacement  of  some  of  the  very  old 
sewers  and  the  removal  of  a  number  of  bottlenecks  in  the  system,  as  well 
as  the  separation  of  storm  water  from  sewage,  wherever  possible.  These 
schemes  are  well  warranted  by  past  troubles,  and  praise  is  due  to  the 
Council  for  their  readiness  to  provide  some  immediate  relief  to  flooding 
in  Westgate  Terrace  area  and  willingness  to  improve  the  outflow  from  the 
backwater,  ahead  of  the  full  scheme. 

An  interesting  trade  waste  problem  involving  formaldehyde  and  other 
products  was  investigated  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  resolved, 
through  applying  conditions  on  the  discharge  to  keep  the  concentration  at  a 
level  well  within  the  bounds  of  safety,  and  fairly  constant.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960 

There  were  23  licensed  sites  providing  accommodation  for  1,955  caravans 
and  239  chalets.  Licence  conditions  being  based  upon  standards  recommended 
by  the  Ministry. 

129  Inspections  were  made  and  infringements  encountered  were  of  a  minor 
nature  and  speedily  dealt  with  on  request. 

Additional  legislation  sought  to  deal  with  gipsy  encampments  and  the 
duty  was  placed  upon  County  Councils  to  provide  adequate  accommodation  for 
gipsies  residing  in  or  resorting  to  their  area.  No  commencement  date  has 
been  fixed  as  yet  although  the  Ministry  has  asked  that  preparatory  work  in 
connection  with  the  selection  and  acquisition  of  appropriate  sites  be 
undertaken.  The  duty  of  providing  services  and  facilities,  and  managing 
the  sites,  would  be  that  of  the  district  councils. 

No  sites  have  been  licensed  far  the  use  of  tents  but  sporadic 
camping  occurred  within  the  ’’free  periods"  allowed.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  recognized  offensive  trades  in  the  town. 


FOOD 


Tabulated  below  are  the  numbers  and  types  of  food  premises  within 
the  district.  All  have  received  a  general  inspection  during  the  year, 
premises  involved  in  food  handling  and  preparation  receive  regular 
inspections  throughout  the  year.  Food  shops  in  general,  continue  to 
show  improvement  especially  with  regard  to  regular  maintenance  and  painting, 
better  layout  and  better  presentation  of  foodstuffs.  This,  in  itself, 
must  raise  the  general  standard  of  hygiene. 

Meat,  as  supplied  by  local  butchers,  continues  to  be  of  good  quality 
and  appearance.  Home  killed  meat  is  supplied  from  the  abattoir  at 
Canterbury,  where  all  meat  is  inspected  prior  to  despatch. 

One  registered  dairy  supplies  the  majority  of  milk  needed  in  the 
area  and  this  is  augmented  by  63  retail  dealers.  The  milk  continues  to 
be  of  good  quality. 

Ice  cream  samples  have  been  taken  from  premises  throughout  the 
district  during  the  year  and  have  been  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service.  All  were  satisfactory.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING-  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

One  firm  is  registered  for  the  use  of  such  materials  in  upholstery  etc., 


Two  premises  are  licensed  and  inspected  on  an  annual  basis  and  are 
subject  to  standards  recommended  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 


Persons  collecting  waste  food  are  required  to  utilise  approved  boiling 
or  sterilization  plant.  Three  licences  were  currently  in  force. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

Six  scrap  metal  dealers  are  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  on  business  within  the  urban  area. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Investigation  and  control  is  carried  out  by  the  General  Assistant, 
methods  adopted  being  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
fisheries  and  Food.  The  various  sewerage  systems  in  the  area  were  poison 
treated  as  a  routine  measure  which  ensures  that  infestations  are  kept  at 
a  minimum  level  with  consequent  reduction  of  surface  infestations. 

127  premises  were  visited  as  a  result  of  complaints  and  an  additional 
20  during  the  course  of  surveys.  Eradication  of  Rabbits  on  Council  land 
is  carried  out  by  the  operation  of  the  Rabbit  Clearance  Society,  of  which 
the  Council  is  a  member. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year, 
utilising  three  compression  vehicles,  manned  by  three  drivers  and  eight 
loaders,  with  a  fourth  vehicle  as  a  standby.  The  bulk  of  refuse  continued 
materially  to  increase  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  operation  of  the 
incentive  bonus  scheme,  together  with  the  high  productivity  of  the  men  was 
instrumental  in  minimising  collection  costs. 

The  help  extended  by  the  Work  Study  Section  was  of  much  practical  help 
and  enabled  re-deployment  of  crews  to  be  carried  out  when  occasion  demanded. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council*s  tip  at  Yorkletts,  consolidation 
being  effected  by  means  of  a  Track  Marshall  55  EHP-  Bulldozer.

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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  number  of  cesspools  continued  to  diminish  during  the  year,  being 
318  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  against  the  previous  year's  total  of  387. 

A  total  of  1,618  emptyings  were  carried  out  and  properties  were 
allowed  six  free  emptyings  per  year»  The  amount  recovered  for  excess 
emptyings  was  £136. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

Street  sweeping  is  carried  out  by  7  manual  operators,  aided  by  the 
mechanical  suction  sweeper  and  driver,  which  sweeps  a  weekly  average  of 
44  miles. 

The  service  is  being  continually  extended  by  the  absorption  of 
newly  constructed  roads  and  estates  which  can  result  in  a  lowering  of 
standards  unless  a  corresponding  increase  in  labour  is  effected. 

Three  temporary  litter  collectors  are  employed  during  the  summer 
months  on  miscellaneous  land  and  various  sections  of  the  beach,  extending 
from  Marine  Crescent  to  Seasalter. 

PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  public  baths  are  situated  at  the  Horsebridge.  The  total 
number  of  baths  taken  during  the  year  being  4,537  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year's  figure  of  4,658. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the  14  public 
conveniences  distributed  throughout  the  area,  cleaning  being  effected  by 
two  full-time  cleaners,  aided  by  part-time  workers  to  a  limited  extent. 

During  the  peak  summer  period  the  service  is  fully  extended  and 
consideration  will  eventually  require  to  be  given  to  augmenting  existing 
facilities  at  the  popular  sites  where  large  numbers  of  people  congregate. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE 

A  revised  Model  Code  of  Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing 
Conditions  relating  to  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  was  issued  by  the 
Home  Office,  which  dealt  with  new  practices  and  modified  some  existing 
requirements.  The  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Council  and  duly 
incorporated  in  the  licences  when  renewals  were  effected. 

Liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Kent  Eire  Brigade,  whose  help  and 
advice  is  readily  available  and  with  whom  the  usual  joint  annual  inspections 
took  place. 

28  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  103,900  gallons  of  petrol 
in  underground  tanks  and  9  premises  licenced  for  the  storage  of  3,415 
gallons  of  petroleum  mixtures.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT 


69  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  noise  emission  and  problems 
encountered  were  dealt  with  on  an  informal  basis.  There  are  relatively 
few  industries  in  the  Whitstable  area  where  problems  of  noise  emission 
occur. 


Pour  cases  were  dealt  with  which  were  the  subject  of  complaint. 

Three  were  considered  to  be  justified  and  remedial  measures  were  carried 
out  by  the  firms  concerned  which  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  noise  to 
acceptable  levels. 

Planning  control  ensures  that  in  the  case  of  new  development, 
factories  are  so  sited  and  their  lay-out  is  such,  as  to  reduce 'to  a 
minimum  the  impact  of  noise  upon  adjacent  residents.  In  sane  cases 
restrictions  have  been  placed  upon  the  hours  of  working  and  care  taken 
to  ensure  that  windows  do  not  face  possible  sources  of  complaint.  Tree 
planting  is  generally  required  which,  in  addition  to  enhancing  appearance, 
assists  in  noise  reduction. 

When  proposed  development  is  considered  likely  to  be  a  source  of 
noise  nuisance,  inspections  are  made  of  similar  existing  premises  to 
enable  accurate  assessments  to  be  made.  It  is  considered  that  planning 
control  should  prevent  any  new  problems  arising  and  that  in  the  case  of 
existing  industries,  observations  and  noise  level  readings  should  be 
periodically  carried  out  to  maintain  the  standards  necessary. 

Additional  knowledge  was  gained  by  the  attendance  of  a  member  of  the 
staff  on  a  course  on  noise  control  held  at  the  Medway  &  Maidstone  College 
of  Technology. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT 

The  Department  is  specifically  concerned  with  that  section  of  the 
Act  dealing  with  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  and  other  refuse.  The 
onus  is  placed  upon  the  Council  to  provide  refuse  dumps  where  persons 
resident  in  the  area  may  deposit  refuse,  other  than  business  refuse,  at 
all  reasonable  times,  free  of  charge. 

A  compound  has  been  constructed  adjacent  to  the  entrance  to  the 
refuse  tip  for  this  purpose  which,  judging  from  the  amount  deposited, 
must  have  lessened  the  indiscriminate  dumping  that  continues  to  take  place 
throughout  the  area.  There  are  at  least  17  unauthorized  dumping  areas 
where  periodic  collections  have  to  be  carried  out. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  abandoned  cars  from  the 
refuse  tip  because  of  their  low  salvage  value. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  cane  into  force  in  1 964  and  there  are  244  premises 
registered  with  the  Council,  comprising  62  offices,  154  retail  shops, 

4  wholesale  shops,  22  catering  establishments  and  2  fuel  storage  depots, 
employing  a  total  of  436  males  and  698  females. 

All  premises  registered  in  accordance  with  the  Act  have  received  a 
general  inspection,  28  general  inspections  were  carried  out  in  1968. 

A  total  number  of  133  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Act,

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  invoke  the  provisions  whic h  relate 
to  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  they  are  unable  to 
provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  This 
would  indicate  that  the  County  Welfare  Department,  aided  by  the  local 
voluntary  organisations,  are  containing  the  problems. 


PORT  HEALTH  INSPECTIONS 

1968  saw  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  new  West  Quay  by 
Westland  Shipping  Ltd.,  Their  vessels  -  Westland  Producer  and  Westland 
Trader  arrive  regularly  throughout  the  week  frcm  Vlaardingen  to  discharge 
containerised  cargoes  of  fruit  and  vegetables,  most  of  which  is  destined 
for  chain  stores  and  supermarkets.  All  cargoes  examined  have  been  fresh 
and  of  good  quality.  The  quay  is  also  used  by  foreign  vessels  discharging 
cargoes  of  potatoes,  onions  and  melons,  which  are  then  distributed  by 
Westland  Ltd., 

On  the  east  quay  imports  of  offals,  poultry,  canned  meat  and  dairy 
products  and  general  cargo  arrived  every  week  in  the  M.V.  Resurgence. 

All  the  foodstuffs  continued  to  be  of  good  quality. 

Other  vessels  using  the  harbour  are  concerned  with  the  discharge  of 
cargoes  of  stone,  sand,  maize  and  wheat. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  harbour  property  for  evidence  of 
rodent  infestation  which  is  dealt  with  as  the  need  arises. 

Samples  are  taken  v^eekly  from  a  local  oyster  company  which  employs 
three  tanks  for  cleansing  purposes.  All  have  proved  satisfactory.
